MOSCOW, Nov. 30 (AP). — The 
United States delivered today to 
the Soviet Russian Government an 
offer of its services to mediate dif- 
ferences between Russia and Fin- 
Jand. | 

The offer was delivered amid 
foreign radio reports that Soviet 
war planes #lready had bombed the 
outskirts of Helsinki. 

Vice-Commissar for Foreign Af- 
fairs Viadimir Potemkin received 
the offer, and the feeling here was 
that the move would prove futile. 

In the absence of United States 
Ambassador Laurence A. St-in- 
hardt, the United States offer was 


conveyed to Potemkin by Walter 
Thurston, Charge d’Affaires, act- 


ing on instructions from Washing- 


Secretary of State Hull said 
yesterday in Washington’ the 
United. States Government was 
willing to aid in a settlement. 

Steinhardt was expected to ar- 
rive here by plane today from 
Stockholm, where he has been un- 
dergoing dental treatment. 

Difficult to Reach Molotov. 

Embassy officials said they had 
experienced difficulty in efforts to 
make an appointment with Premi- 
er-Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov, this being a free day in 
the Soviet Union. 

In connection with the United 
Btates offer, the second secretary 
of the American Embassy, N. B. 
Chipman, called at the Finnish Le- 
gation. 

Finnish officials, preparing to re- 
turn to Helsinki after Russia's 
severing of diplomatic relations 
with their country last night, said 
they probably would not be able to 
leave Moscow before tomorrow. 

It was learned that the Finns 
had inquired of Potemkin concern- 
ing the preparations for their de- 
parture and vere advised that 
there was no need for excessive 
haste. 

“It's a withdrawal—not a flight,” 
Potemkin was qui.ed as saying.

FINNISH MINISTER 
10 SEE ROOSEVELT 
ON RED INVASION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
The White House announced that 
President Roosevelt would confer 
with Hjalmar J. Procope, the Finn- 
ish minister, late today shortly be- 
fore he discussed the Russian in- 
vasion of Finland with Secretary 
of State Hull. 

Procope had been in constant 
touch with the State Department 


throughout the day and the unex- 
pected announcement that he was 
‘to call at the White House was 
‘seen as evidence of Roosevelt's in- 
tense personal concern in the lat- 
est grave turn of events in Europe. 

The chief executive and his Sec- 
retary of State were expected to 
discuss at som length this coun- 
try’s policy toward the Russian- 
Finnish conflict which, as late as 
yesterday, this Government sought 
to forestall by making its good of- 
fices available for peaceful nego- 
tiation of the dispute. 

Hull Declines Comment. 
At his press conference earlier in 


on possible actions before the Gov- 
ernment. He declined to discuss 
them until further official informa- 
tion was available. But possibilities 
suggested to him by reporters in- 
cluded application of the neutrality 
law, recall of the Ambassador to 
Moscow and severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Russia. 

Hull and the President had their 
first conference on the new war im- 
mediately after Roosevelt's arrival

Jesse McDonald: “Everybody 
wants smoke abatement, but the 
many years smoke has been en- 
dured and not cured is some proof 
that it will not be cured without a 
determined public effort, with all 
influences co-operating. 

“Your approach to the smoke 
problem should lead to its solution. 
An aroused public faith and a re- 
strained opposition are required, 
and you have pointed the way. 

“While the large furnaces can 
soon be controlled quite effectively. 
the small fires as now fed will con- 
tinue to do unendurable harm. 

“Nothing short of fuels that can 
be burned without polluting the air, 
sold at a price that all can bear, 
and the market closed to all other 
fuels, howsoever cheap, will clear 
the air. That being true, it is ob- 
vious that someone. must meet the 
cost of a necessary treatment of 
much of the fuel presently burned 
here or it must lose its market. 
The busMess and social relations 
between the producers of that fuel 
and the St. Louis people should not 
be avoidably disturbed. 


“The costs of such a course will 
be great; but not nearly so great as 
the cost to health and property of a 
continuation of the present smoke. 

“For those reasons the fuel pro- 


ducers and the city should co-oper- 
ate with determination to find’ 


methods of treating, marketing and 
burning their product to avoid 
smoke, and plan a time limit within 
which it must be made smokeless 
or be denied a domestic market.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 30 (AP).—Re- 
ports from the Ruthenian frontier 
today said Russian soldiers had 
opened fire on a number of Hun- 


garian sentries. 
There was no official confirma- 


tion, but it was learned that ten- 
sion had been caused in the fron- 
tier region by the shipment into 
Ruthenia of Russian propaganda 
pamphlets which were reported to 
have been seized by Hungarian 
military authorities. 

Ruthenia is now the common 
frontier between Hungary and the 
Russian-occupied parts of Poland. 
Hungary took Ruthenia after the 
collapse of Czecho-Slovakia. 

The reports increased bitterness 
on the part of the public against 
Russia over the attack upon Fin- 
land, with whom Hungarians claim 
racial kinship. Newspapers ex- 
pressed sympathy for “our north- 
ern cousins.”

Soon bombing planes were dropping explosives on the port 
of Viipuri (Viborg), about 65 miles from the Soviet frontier, and 
Red warships had begun seizing Finnish islands in the Gulf of 
Finland. Viipuri was reported in flames after being shelled by 
Russian warships. 

Reuters, British news agency, reported in London in a

“The War Is On,” Says Official 
Statement By Finnish Spokesman 


As the air raid sirens screained 
an alarm in Helsinki, a Finnish 
Foreign Office spokesman an- 
nounced at 9:20 a. m. that Red 
army forces had crossed the fron- 
tier on the Karelian Isthmus and 
that Soviet warplanes were bomb- 
ing Terijoki, Finnish city near the 
frontier. 

“The war is on,” he said. 

Telephone communications with 
the Finnish city of Suojaervi, north 
of Lake Ladoga and almost 300 
miles north of Terijoki, were re- 
ported broken by another Soviet 
artillery bombardment. 

The first air alarm in Helsinki 
sounded at 9:20 a. m. and the sirens 
kept wailing for more than 10 min- 
utes as three planes, apparently 
Russian, were observed cruising 
high. 

Machine Guns in Action. 

There was a blast of machine-gun 
fire in the center of the city, then 
silence. The airplanes disappeared. 

The smoothly functioning civilian 
defense corps immediately went in- 
to action, guards hurrying through 
the city to inform its inhabitants 
to take shelter when the planes 
were sighted. 

Finland offered yesterday to with- 
draw her defense forces from her 
border with Russia near Leningrad, 


as the Soviet had demanded, and 


to submit other differences to in- 
vestigation by a joint commission. 

Although border patrols had been 
ordered to move back at various 
points to avoid clashes with Red 
troops, Finland’s previous refusal 
to withdraw them 12 to 16 miles at 
Russia's insistence, led first to the 
Soviet’s denunciation of the 1932 
Finnish - Soviet non-agzgression 
treaty and then to the break in 
relations. 

In Interest of Peace. 

Foreign Minister Erkko made the 
offer as a gesture toward peaceable 
settlement in replying to the Rus- 
sian decision to annul the non-ag- 
gression pact. 

“In order to prove emphatically 
there is a sincere effort to reach 
an accord with the Soviet Govern- 
ment and refute the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s allegations that Finland has

Russian airplanes several times 
today attacked the main Finnish 
road which runs to Petsamo and 
at several points touches the Jakob- 
selven River, which forms the Fin- 
nish-Norwegian boundary in that

An ordinary omnibus carrying 
mail between Petsamo and Enare 
was machine-gunned by warplanes.

“Abominable Provocations.” 


In recent days abominable provo- 
cations were started by Finnish 
militarists on the frontier between 
the Soviet Union and Finland, in- 
cluding even artillery firing on our 
troops near Leningrad which 
caused grave losses in red army 
units. 

The attempts of our Govern- 
ment to forestall a repetition of 
these provocations by means of 
practical proposals addressed to the 
Government of Finland, far from 
finding any support again met with 
the hostile policy of the ruling cir- 
cles of Finland. 


As you know from yesterday’s 
note of the Soviet Government, they

Mr. Peoples’ Commissar: 
In response to your letter of the 
twenty-eighth, I have the honor to 


state the following: 

It appears from my letter dated 
Nov. 27 that Finland has not vio- 
lated the territorial integrity of the 
U. S. S. R. In order that this be 
clearly established my Government 
suggested Karelian Isthmus fron- 
tier agents of both states be in- 
structed jointly to investigate the 
incident in the manner regulated by 
the treaty of Sept. 24, 1928, concern- 
ing frontier agents. 

Further, there is stated in my let- 
ter that on the Finnish frontier side 
mainly frontier guard forces have 
been stationed, which forces cannot 
constitute any threat against the se- 
curity of Leningrad. My Govern- 
ment is of the opinion it is not justi- 
fied to denounce the treaty of non- 
aggression which, according to the 
protocol of 1934, remains in force 
without the right of denouncing un- 
til the end of 19465.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Finland has only a comparative 
handful of warplanes to oppose the 
invading Russian air fleet, which is 
one of Europe’s largest.

to more than 7000 Red Army craft.

At sea, however, the Finns have 
several ships conceivably able to 
trouble the Russian navy. These 
include two heavily armed coast 
defense ships, five small but mod- 
ern submarines and seven or more 
fast motor torpedo boats. : 

The larger Soviet navy in the 
Baltic is headed by the 25-year-old 
battleships Marat and Revolutia, 
armed with 12-inch guns, whereas 
the Finns coast defense ships 
Vainamoinen and Ilmarinen have 
10-inch guns. 

Information here is that the 
Soviet air fleet of more than 7000 
planes is the world’s third in size, 
trailing only the German and Brit- 
ish forces in numbers.

The Red army air force is 
reported to be divided into 140 
heavy bombing squadrons, 60 light 
bomber squadrons, 460 fighter 
squadrons and 110 reconnaissance 
and miscellaneous squadrons.

Dr. Leon P. Smith Testifies.

Asked whether he had encoun- 
tered “objectionable” activities in 
the A. &. U. program, Smith said 
that the union advocated a stu- 
dent strike when the university 
found it necessary to increase tui- 
tion fees because of economic con-

SUANDINAVIAN PEOPLE 
SHOWING GREAT ALARM 


Public in Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark Shocked by 
Invasion. 


COPENHAGEN, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Sweden, Norway and Denmark, 
thoroughly alarmed by the Russian 
invasion of Finland, looked to their 
own defenses today, but officially 
maintained a non-committal atti- 
tude of neutrality. 

The recent declaration of solidar- 
ity among these three and Finland, 
expressed at the Stockholm confer- 
ence of their rulers Oct. 19, meant 
moral and economic collaboration, 
but not military, it was stated. 

Nevertheless, public feeling in the 
Scandinavian lands was deeply 
shocked by Finland’s situation. 

Cabinet members conferred on 
the situation in Stockholm, Oslo 
and Copenhagen. A Swedish For- 
eign Office spokesman said his 
country already was in a state of 
preparedness and no new measures 
were being taken. 

Although the various govern- 
ments were silent regarding their 
sympathies, the public made no ef- 
fort to disguise its feelings, They 
crowded about newspaper offices 
and in public gathering places and 
shouted expressions of indignation. 

One Swede, of a race noted for 
calmness, jumped up from his table 
in a restaurant and shouted, “It’s 
horrible! All Europe will be 
drawn in before this is over.” 

Danish public opinion was deeply 
shaken. New dangers seemed to 
be looming over the Baltic Sea, 
their home. 

Many Danes, Norwegians and es- 
pecially Swedes were expected to 
go to Finland as volunteers unless 
their governments prevent it. Di- 
rect military assistance, however, 
seemed excluded. 

An air-raid alarm was sounded 
in Abo, Western Finland home of 
Paavo Nurmi, famous Olympic 
runner, at 11:20 a. m., a newspaper 
dispatch said. 


Belgium Says Oslo Group of Na- 
tions Will Take No Action. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 30 (AP).—A 
Belgian Government spokesman 
said today no action of the Oslo 
group of seven North European na- 
tions in the Russian-Finnish con- 
flict was possible since the group 
was formed for economic co-oper- 
ation only. 

Besides Finland and Belgium, the 
bloc includes Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. 

The spokesman said Belgium in- 
dividually expected to take no ac- 
tion.

CITY'S INCOME RISES, 
EXPENSES ARE CUT 


Nolte Reports Receipts Gain 
$1,021,000, Outgo Drops 
296,000 in 7 Months. 


A $1,021,037 increase in the city’s 
receipts and a $296,002 decline in 
expenditures for the first seven 
months of the current fiscal year 
were shown today in a report by 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

If receipts and expenditures con- 
tinue at the same rate for the re- 
maining seven months, it was indi- 
cated, the municipal deficit, $3,332,- 


581, at the beginning of the year, 
will be reduced by about $500,000. 

Receipts for the seven-month 
period, which ended Nov. 10, were 
$7,113,403, compared with $6,092,- 
366 in the corresponding period 
last year. Expenditures were $11,- 
450,687, compared with $11,746,690 
last year. 

Chief items accounting for the 
increased receipts are the new cig- 
arette tax, which produced revenue 
of $324,515 compared to none last 
year; payments of delinquent taxes, 
which were $1,207,670 compared to 
$852,974; and license collections, 
which were $2,328,557 compared to 
$1,771,787. The license collections 
included ‘$180,183 paid by the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. under a new 
tax of 5 per cent of gross revenues, 

The decrease in expenditures was 
accounted for by the general 6 per 
cent reduction in budgets of all 
city departments put into effect at 
the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Arthur C. Meyers, Budget Direc- 
tor, said 58.33 per cent of budget 
allotments should have been spent 
in the seven months if the depart- 
ments were to finish out the year 
within the budget figures. Actual- 
ly 59.9 per cent of allotments were 
spent, 

The excess of actual over theo- 
retical expenditures for the pe- 
riod, however, was accounted for 
chiefly by the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, which went $51,471 over 
its budget for the period because 
of the expense of opening the new 
Malcolm A. Bliss Psychiatric Hos- 
pital. With the exception of this 
department and the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, all other depart- 
ments were within their budgets,

HERE THS MONT! 
SEAR RECORD 


Worst Since Weather Bu- 


‘tistics — More Indicated 
. for December. 


St. Louisans groped and coughed 
their ways through more abysmal 


smoke palls during November than 
any other month since the Weather 
Bureau began keeping records on 
them 34 years ago. On 10 morn- 
ings this month wind failed and 
the city was enshrouded in a gas- 
eous, soot-laden darkness. And next 
month, bureau recdrds show, there 
will be a trend towards increasing 


| frequenc? of the palls. 


Since 1905 the average number 
of “thick smoke” days per month 
has been: September, 0.1, October, 
1.2; November, 1.6; December, 2.1; 
January, 1.8; February, 1.2, and 
March 1.0. 

The palls this month were most 
thick on the sixth, the thirteenth, 
and the historic twenty-eighth. 
Thick smoke clouded the city 
early today. It was mixed with fog, 
and a light rain fell. The atmos- 
phere was not darkened as much 
as in the exceptionally bad pall 
Tuesday, but Henry C, Gross, as- 
sistant meteorologist at the Weath- 
er Bureau, placed today’s smoke in 
the category of “thick” because vis- 
ibility was only about half a mile. 

Early in the morning the wind 
was negligible, permitting the 
smoke to accumulate, particularly 
in the central part of the city, but 
by 9 o’clock a wind of about 10 
miles an hour sprang up, driving 
the blanket away. 

Expert Explains. 

Explaining the frequency of the 
palls, Gross said the city fell re- 
peatedly in the dead center of a se- 
ries of slow-moving high-pressure 
areas. In these centers the wind 
drops to a whisper, allowing the 
smoke to accumulate and settle. 
But when the center passes, a 
southerly breeze springs up, scour- 
ing out the smoke. This, Gross said, 
explains why the smoke seldom 
lingers for more than a day. 

One aggravating factor about the 
movements of these areas, Gross 
went on, is that they swing down 
from the North, bringing frigid 
weather which sends chilled house- 
holders down to the furnace more 
often. Another is that the winds 
revolving counter-clockwise around 
low pressure areas blow the smoke 
to the North, and the clockwise 
winds around the following highs 
just blow it all back again. 

Asked why it is that November 
and December bring more palls than 
February, a colder month, Gross 
explained that during the latter 
month the highs move more swift- 
ly, so that the smoke is blown away 
before it gets a chance to accumu- 
late. 

Blowers Might Do It. 

Gross suggested that possibly 
one way to purge the begrimed at- 
mosphere would be to install bat- 
teries of herculean blowers around 
the city to provide the six-mile- 
per-hour velocity necessary for 
routing the smoke. He said on sec- 
ond thought, however, the project 
might not be practicable, because 
the smoke would simply be blown 
over: into somebody else’s back 
yard, * 

Ex.e;t for the smoke, the month 
was quite ordinary. The mean 
temperature was 45.1 degrees, or .3 
below normal. Rainfall totaled 2.10 
inches, or .73 below normal. As for 
the autumn months, ending with 
November, the average tempera- 
ture was 3.3 degrees above the nor- 
mal of 61.5, and the total precipita- 
tion was 5.13 inches below the nor- 
mal of 9.01. As a result of the sub- 
normal rainfall, the river now 
stands at —3 on the St. Louis 
gauge, or 10 feet below normal.

Maximum Possible Penalty 
for Bund Leader 30 
Years—Jury Out | 8 and 
One-Half Hours. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Fritz Kuhn, leader of the German- 
American Bund, was convicted last 
night of stealing $1217 in bund 
funds and falsifying bund records. 

He will,be sentenced Dec. 5. He 
was convicted on five counts, and 
the maximum possible sentence is 
30 years’ émprisonment. 

Kuhn merely blinked and said 
nothing when the jury of business 
men, after deliberating eight hours 
and 30 minutes, found him guilty 
of grand larceny and forgery. He 
showed no emotion as he was led 
across the Bridge of Sighs into 
Tombs Prison. 

Judge Wallace gave Kuhn’s at- 
torney, Peter L. F. Sabbatino, per- 
mission to postpone. any motions 
until the day of sentencing. 

The Judge also told Sabbatino he 
would “continue the question of 
what action I shall take for your 
conduct throughout this trial until 
that day (Dec. 5), or the day after.” 
The Judge and the attorney clashed 
several times in the trial, which 
began Nov. 9. Yesterday, the 
Judge told Sabbatino, “You never 
seem to realize you are in a court- 
room at a trial; you imagine you're 
on a political rostrum.” 

Kuhn, who was born in Germany 
and became a naturalized Ameri- 
can, had based his defense on the 
“leadership principle’—that he had 
the right to spend bund funds as 
he saw fit. 

The Judge, in his charge to the 
jury, said: “You can’t convict this 
man for his social, political or eco- 
nomic views, nor can you convict 
him to get rid of him, for that 
would be a threat to civil liberties,” 
and that “this man is not on trial 
because he is an undesirable ‘and 
unpopular citizen, or because he 
may foster ideals obnoxious to most 
of our citizens.” 

Specifically, Kuhn was convicted 
of spending $717 in bund funds 
wrongfully to move the furniture 
of Mrs. Florence Camp, his erst- 
while “golden angel,” from Los An- 
geles to Cleveland to New York, 
and of taking $500 which he said he 
paid to James D. C. Murray, an 
attorney, for legal services to the 
bund. He also was convicted of 
falsifying the bund’s records to in- 
dicate payment of the money to 
Murray, who denied he received it. 

The original indictment against 
Kuhn charged thefts of more than 
$14,000, but counts dealing with 
more than $8000 were eliminated 
before the trial began, and all the 
remaining counts, except five, were 
dismissed after an accountant for 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
admitted errors in fixing the 
amount. 

Kuhn, the father of two children, 
testified he had been only “very, 
very friendly” with Mrs. Camp, Hol- 
lywood divorcee. But she insisted 
he had proposed marriage, and the 
State introduced three of Kuhn’s 
love letters in evidence. 

In one of them, Kuhn said, “They 
are terrible after me. I am the 
public anemi No. 1, I wish you 
were here—they are driving me 
crazy—you know I start to think 
this Jews are beginning to be afraid 
of me.”

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UNION PROPOSES APEX 
DROP SIT-DOWN SUITS 


Suggests Arbitration—Concern 
Planning to Carry $711,932 
Reversed to Supreme Court 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30 (AP). 
—Victorious in its appeal from a 
$711,932 damage verdict, Branch 
No. 1 of the American Federation 


of Hosiery Workers proposed today 
that the Apex Hosiery Co. drop all 
court suits for sit-down strike dam- 
ages and submit its claims to arbi- 
tration. 

Apex counsel went ahead, how- 
ever, with plans to carry to the 
Supreme Court its contention that 
it is entitled to damages under the 
anti-trust laws. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals here yesterday annulled 
the damage verdict returned April 
3 in District Court. The District 
Court jury’s decision was the first 
returned against a union for a sit- 
down strike. 

Isadore Katz, general counsel for 
the union, said: “I have again made 
the offer to submit the entire situa- 
tion to arbitration. This would ob- 
viate further litigation and the ar- 
bitrator’s findings would be con- 
clusive.” 

Katz suggested that the Apex 
company abandon also a damage 
suit against the County of Philadel- 
phia for alleged failure to halt 
violence during the seven-week 
strike in the spring of 1937. 

The unanimous decision said 
those responsible for damaging the 
Apex mill during a 48day strike 
in 1937 could be sued in the state 
courts—but the triple damage Fed- 
eral Court verdict under the Sher- 
man-Clayton Anti-trust Acts was 
faulty because: 

1, “The interruption to commerce 
- « « was comparatiyely slight and 
indirect.” 

2. “The purpose of the appellants 
(the union) was to unionize the 
Apex plant, not to restrain com- 
merce or affect prices within the 
industry.” 


WOODRING, GENERALS CONFER 
ON BIG TRAININS PROGRAM 


Plan Is Greatest in History

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Woodring told a 
conference of the highest ranking 
military commanders here today 
that the War Department was “em- 
barking on the greatest program of 
peacetime training in the history of 
our army.”

Harmon is 
Leader in 
Yardage 


SEATTLE, Nov. 30 (AP).—Tom 
Harmon, Michigan’s great back 
who rolled up 221 yards last week, 
ranked first as the nation’s leading 
ground gainer today, and also held 
the distinction of surpassing the 
1938 rushing leader. 

American Football Statistical 
Bureau figures showed Harmon to- 
taled 1356 yards from both passes 
and scrimmage for an average of 
169.5 yards per game and 6.08 yards 
per play. 

In eight games, he carried the 
ball 129 times and threw it 94 times, 
gaining 868 yards on the ground 
and 488 in the air. His ground 
gain of 868 yards passed the 1938 
leader, Len Eshmont of Fordham, 
who totaled 831.

Lindgren Completes His 36th 
Year as Illinois Line Coach 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill., Nov. 30 (AP).—He dabbles in chemistry and 
chemical analysis, but his chief love is football—a field in which he 


surpasses the active service record of any coach at the University of ss 


Illinois and one which has won him recognition as one of the nation’s 


ranking line mentors. 


Thus reads the record of Justa 
M. Lindgren, chemist-coach of the 
Illini, who completed his thirty- 
sixth year as head line coach of 
the Illinois football staff when the 
team closed the 1939 season against 
Chicago last Saturday. 

A Former Guard. 

“Lindy,” a former Illinois guard 
and captain of the 1901 team, has 
kept his eye on Forward Walls 
here for years—while off the play- 
ing field he has held down jobs 
as technical analyst in the chem- 
istry department and supervisor of 
the chemistry storeroom. 

Lindgren, the son of a Moline 
(Ill.) blacksmith, entered the uni- 
versity to study chemistry, earning 
his way through school and win- 


ning recognition as a topnotch 
ta¢kle. As a freshman he played 
against Chicago’s great team, led by 
Walter Eckersall. In 1901 he was 
an all-Western tackle selection. 

Cornell College of Mount Vernon, 
Ia., took him on as head coach aft- 
er his graduation and Lindy led 
Cornell to its first conference cham- 
pionship that season—his team de- 
feating Iowa State College, an old 
rival, for the first time. 

_ A Long Time.

CHICAGO, Nov. 30 (AP).—Only 
prompt improvement in walking 
and driving habits can head off a 
national traffic death toll for 1939 
greater than last year’s, the Na- 
tional Safety Council reported to- 
day. 

The accident trend took a turn 
for the worse in October, and if it 
continued in November and Decem- 
ber the two per cent saving in lives 
for the first 10 months of 1939 
would be wiped out, the council 


Alarmed by the statistics, the 
council began a year-end safety 
campaign to forestall the usual 
heavy December traffic toll. 

Chicago, Philadelphia and St. 
Louis were the only cities of more 
than* 500,000 population to reduce 
deaths in October. Among 409 
cities reporting for October 116 had 
more deaths and only 8&7 achieved 
decreasés. In 206 cities the totals 
were the same. 

Boston, although reporting 12 
deaths in October against six last 
year, clung to first place among 
cities of more than 500,000 popula- 
tion with a death rate of 8.7. Mil- 
waukeée was second with a rate of 
9.0, and St. Louis third with 9.7.

took a toll of 66 lives during Octo- 
ber, boosting the year’s total to 418 
the Highway Depart- 
ment’s' safety bureau announced 
yesterday.

The Nazi peace for Europe— 
basing one’s judgment upon the 
official facts regarding Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland—means the 
end of all small nations, not by ab- 
sorbing them as equal individual 
citizens into larger political and 
economic units, but by their sub- 
jection as nations into colonial 
“protectorates,” and by the subjec- 
tion of their peoples into serfs of 
the German master race. 


In the new Europe, envisaged by 
& victorious Germany, the concept 
of equality as between nations and 
individuals is ruled out. Triumph- 
ant Germany is to be a race of or- 
ganizers, administrators, officers, 


The conquered are to be perma- 
nent slaves to the conquerors. They 
are to have no full citizenship at 
all. They are to be hewers of wood 
and drawers of water, soldiers, 
workmen and peasarts engaged in 
organized production for their mas- 
ters, under the masters’ orders. 
They are to have only such lim- 
ited self-government as the masters 
permit, and that under conditions 
which may at any moment arbi- 
trarily be modified or revoked. They 
are to be reduced to an inferior 
social, economic and _ political 
status. 


In this column, I shall deal 
wholly with the Nazi “peace” for 
Poland. The Sovietization of Po- 
land is a chapter in itself, and the 
facts are even more obscure. 


But that part of Poland annexed 
by the Germans has been divided 
into purely German territory and 
into @ colonial territory, a protec- 
torate, along the model of the divi- 
8i0n of Czecho-Slovakia into purely 
German (Sudetenland) and a colo- 
_ protectorate (Moravia-Behe- 
lia). 


Of the total population of Poland, 
Germany gets 18,000,000, as con- 
trasted with Russia's 14,000,000. Of 
this population only 1,000,000 are 
Germans, 15,000,000 are Poles and 
1,500,000 are Jews. 


The territory annexed as an inte- 
frail part of the Reich is consider- 
ably larger than that which ac- 
crued to the Reich after the parti- 
ton of Poland in the eighteenth 
“entury. It is larger than Danzig, 
the Corridor and former German 
Silesia. 


Poland, at the time of Hitler’s 
conquest, was inhabited by Poles 
in the relation of 18 Poles to one 
German, and in the annexed terri- 
tory, in the proportion of eight to 
one. These Poles are being removed 
from the annexed territory into the 
Gouvernement General, the rump- 
Poland occupied by Germany, ruled 
*nd directed by Germany, but not 
&tdmitted to the Reich. 

Into this same territory, but on 
Special reservations, are being 
moved all the Jews of Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, former Austria

WHY RUSSIA WENT TO WAR. 


Russia has gone to war against Finland. 
Whatever the provocations, and it may be conceded 
that they lay in boundary settlements after the World 


began before the’ possibilities for peaceful settlement 
were exhausted. Russia, long the apostle of peace in 
Europe, must for all practical purposes take the re- 
sponsibility. Just what is behind the controversy 
between Finland and Russia? 

To state it briefly, the Soviet Union is seizing the 
opportunity offered by other nations’ preoccupation 
with the war to bolster its defenses and to adjust 
some of the boundary settlements made after the 
World War. The concessions obtained from Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania greatly improved Russia’s 
strategic position in the Baltic. Finland has proved 
less amenable to Moscow's overtures, and diplomatic 
efforts have given way to denunciation and military 
threats. 

Russia is looking ahead to the day when it may 
be compelled to defend its territories from invasion. 


have long been urged by some of those countries’ 
leaders. But a closer potential enemy is Nazi Ger- 
many, which obviously cannot be named because of 
the new treaty between Berlin and Moscow. 

Now, what has this to do with Finland? The Fin- 
nish border at one point is only 20 miles from the 
important Russian city of Leningrad. Should Fin- 
land fall into unfriendly hands—and Nazi agents 
have been active there for years—then Leningrad 
would be subject to artillery shelling from across the 
border. Russia proposes that this line be moved 
10 miles to the north. 

Another request is for a lease on the Hangoe 
Peninsula, in the Gulf of Finland, and for cession of 
This would make possible 
construction of naval bases and forts which,’ with 
the base on Hangoe Island, would give Russia com- 
mand of the marine approach to Leningrad. 

On the Northern border, Russia asks Finland to 
cede part of the Rybachi Peninsula, which dominates 
the port of Murmansk. The entire Province of 
Pechango, where this peninsula is situated, Russia 
was forced to cede to Finland in 1920. In-return for 
the territories it is asking, Premier Molotov said in 
his speech of Oct. 31, Russia offers “to transfer to 
Finland part of Soviet Karelia, double the size of 
the territory Finland is to transfer to the Soviet 
Union.” This is, of course, remote and undeveloped 
territory, of less strategic value than what Russia 
would get. 

As to the long-controverted Aaland Islands in the 
Gulf of Bothnia, Molotov said Russia was prepared 
to drop its objection to their fortification, provided 
that Finland alone built the forts, without aid of 
any other country. : 

Finland’s rejection of these proposals is occasioned 
by fear that its independence would be sacrificed by 
accepting them. The Finns*have seen three of their 
neighbors drawn into the Soviet orbit by making sim- 
ilar grants to Moscow. 

American sympathy is strongly on the side of Fin- 
land, through admiration for its people and because 
of the Finns’ remarkable record of debt payment. 
It would be tragic were so sturdy a nation to be en- 
gulfed by the development now under way. How- 
ever, Russia now is taking steps to correct what it 
considers injustices in previous settlements. The 
Finns were beneficiaries of those settlements, and it 
now seems certain that, in a time when smaller na- 
tions are at the mercy of their neighbors, Finland 
will have to bow to the necessities of the moment.

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HORRIBLE EXAMPLE OF A PAUPER COUNTY. 
North Dakota has been considering what to do 
about hopelessly impoverished counties, and its 
Legislature has passed a novel law as an effort 
toward solution. It provides that such a coun- 
ty, by petition or vote of the people, may simply 


a neighboring county. The law applies only to 
counties of less than 4000 population, one of which 
is Billings County. Its plight, as described in the 
National Municipal Review, is a horrible example 
of the difficulties this antiquated form of politi- 
cal subdivision may encounter. 

Billings County’s budget, stripped to mandatory 
payments and the barest essentials, totals $34,250 
for the fiscal year. Taxes can be levied to meet 
only half of that, since the. county’s tax base has 
been reduced almost two-thirds in the last 10 
years. Furthermore, it is certain that about half 
the taxes levied wil] remain unpaid at the end 
of the year. In addition, the county has a total 
debt of $76,377. The population, 3146 in 1930, has 
fallen to an estimated 2500—and 72 per cent of 
these people are receiving some form of public 
assistance! 

Obviously, it is unthinkable that such an’ im- 
poverished and thinly settled area should be ex- 
pected to function as a unit of government. There 
are many other counties over the country, some of 
them in Missouri, that are little better equipped to 
continue in existence. They are the greatest rea- 
son for the fact that the county consolidation move- 
ment is gaining strength.

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REVERSAL IN THE APEX CASE. 

The unanimous decision of Judges Biggs, Maris 
and Clark of the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at Philadelphia in the Apex Hosiery case, for 
all its notable results, is so complicated that it does 
little to illuminate the complexity of our growing 
labor law. 

The Federal District Court jury verdict, ordering 
the Apex branch of the American Federation of Hos- 
iery Workers to pay the company $711,932 in sit- 
down strike damages, was set aside and a verdict in 
favor of the union stipulated. At the same time the 
three-Judge appellate court censured the union sharp- 
ly for employing “the sit-down strike in its most ag- 
‘gravateid and illegal form.” “Judicial condemnation 
of such tactics cannot be too severe,” the court said, 
going on to criticise local authorities for allowing 
“usurpation of the company’s rights in its own prop- 
erty and the demolition of machinery and equipment.” 

The decision—this verbal spanking of the union on 
the one hand and the reversal of the verdict of nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars in damages for the 
company on the other—turns on that: venerable center 
of legal disputes, restraint of trade. The union was 
sued under the anti-trust statutes, but the appellate 
court finds no intent by the union to restrain trade. 
Any effect unionizing had on trade “was merely in- 
direct, incidental and remote.” ‘ 

To many followers of Federal Court decisions in 
cases involving labor rights, this. will seem at. vari- 
ance with the Supreme Court ruling in the Jones & 
Laughlin steel case. In his sweeping majority opin- 
ion in that precedent-setting decision, Chief Justice 
Hughes found a constitutional basis for the National 
Labor Relations Act in the need for protecting inter- 
state commerce from the interruptions and hin- 
drances of labor disputes. Other decisions concerning 
labor rights have linked union activities closely with 
commerce and trade. 

The Apex company doubtless will appeal the re- 
versal of its verdict for damages to the Supreme 
Court. That will put up to the highest court of the 
land the question of whether a union membership 
strike restrains trade and so is subject to assess- 
ment for damages.

PRAISES NEW ATTACK. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR constructive editorial last Sunday, 

“An Approach to the Smoke Problem,” is 
quite encouraging in that it departs sharp- 
ly from the customary pattern of ar- 
ticles dealing with the problem. It is most 
refreshing that instead of bewailing our fate 
and asking for some knight errant to rescue 
our once fair city, you offer a concrete 
suggestion, no matter (as you point out) 
how imperfect some of its ideas may be.

IN 10 YEARS, HOPKINS SAYS 


Higher Payrolis Mean Greater Pur- 
chasing Power, Cabinet

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP).— 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins 
predicted yesterday that this year’s 
Christmas business would be the 
best since 1929.

$00,000,000 U. S, BOND ISSUE 
OVERSUBSCRIBED MANY TIMES 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 30 (AP).— 
Secretary Morgenthau announced 
today that American investors 
asked for more than $6,000,000,000 
worth of Government bonds Tues- 
day, when the Treasury : offered 
$500,000,000 worth for sale. 

The Treasury head said that the 
huge amount of subscriptions indi- 
cated the financing was “entirely 
successful” and meant that the 
bond market, apparently, had recov- 
ered from the unsettling effects of 
the European war. ‘ 

In September, the war caused a 
sharp but temporary decline.in the 
market price of Government bonds 
which caused the Treasury to post- 
pone until this week financing 
which ordinarily would have been 
done on Sept. 15. 

The bonds sold Tuesday were 2 
per cent bonds maturing in nine to 
11 years, and Morgenthau said the 
interest rate was the lowest ever 
offered for a comparable security.

Dear Martha Carr: 


KINDLY TELL me how to remove paint from a colored shirt; also 
how to remove mildew, and how can I clean the feathers of a mounted 
pheasant?

Turpentine should remove the paint without injuring the color of 
four fabric. You do not state from what you wish to remove the 
mildew. If from a fabric, also, rub the spots with wet soap, rub in 
‘Pipe clay, fuller’s earth or chalk, cover thickly with the same, and ex- 
Pose to the sunshine. 

As to the pheasant—take a soft, clean cloth and dampen it slightly 
With gasoline, so that no liquid runs down off the cloth while using. 
Runs this cloth lightly over the top feathers only, for if any moisture 
gets on the down, it will mat and never look right again. It would 
really be best to send the pheasant to a taxidermist for cleaning.

The 
majority of women should aprroxi- 
mate these measurements: Bust, 29 
inches, plus the numbe of inches 
you exceed five feet in height.

“I think North’s jump rebid 
(three spades) was decidedly opti- 
mistic, but certainly not in the 
same class for optimism with the 
two doubles from the opponents 
that followed. 

“West opened the heart five, 
whién I won with the eight. I led 
a small spade and, when the jack 
was played, I won with the king 
and came back with the deuce, 
East, seeing no advantage in hold- 
ing up, won with the queen and 
played tiie king of clubs. (I haven’t 
analyzed the hand for the merits 
of the defensive play.) When he 
did that I won with the ace of 
clubs and led the three of spades. 
I then led a smal! diamond to the 
10 and East won with the ace and 
led a small club. As my contract 
then was assured, I decided to play 
for extra tricks and finessed the 
club 10. When it held, I laid down 
the queen of clubs and discarded 
the small diamond. I then led a 
small heart and West split his 
equals. On winning with the king, 
I laid down the two spades, dis- 
carding diamonds from my hand, 
and West was caught in a squeeze 
for the fulfilled contract with two 
overtricks. 

“I thought you might be inter~ 
ested in the hand from the squeeze 
standpoint, regardless of the de- 
merits of the defense. As I said, 
I haven’t analyzed it, but probably 
West could have kept out of the 
squeeze by winning the diamond 
king and leading the heart instead 
of waiting for his partner’s ace to 
win the diamond trick. John D,. 
Bibb, Anniston, Ala.” 

The only really interesting points 
about this hand deal with the de- 
fense and bring up a point that is 
too seldom appreciated. It is inevit- 
able that aggressive players should 
get into trouble once in a while 
by making penalty doubles largely 
on suspicion. Under these unhappy 
circumstances the only solution is 
to make the best of a bad bargain 
—to take one’s licking and get out 
as cheaply as possible. Just be- 
cause a player has made one mis-~ 
take is no reason for him to get 
stubborn and see the thing through 
to the bitter end. Thus East’s des- 
peration play of laying down the 
club king was an instance of very 
bad philosophy. Perhaps he had 
in mind to attempt a Deschapelles 
coup; that is, to knock out dummy’s 
club entry in the hope of nullifying 
the spade suit. But this idea could 
not possibly be sound, inasmuch 
as the heart king was unquestion- 
ably a second entry. The only pos- 
sible advantage in laying down the 
club king was to find the queen in 
West's hand. But it should be 
noted that a diamond shift by East 
would have been much more logical 
in that it could find either the dia- 
mond king or the queen with West, 
Had East made this diamond shift 
he would have been assured of four 
tricks whether West, on winning 
with the diamond king, chose to re- 


turn a diamond or a club.

is good either as dessert or for 
service with meat. Cobblers and 
dumpling taste particularly good 
in cold weather because we always 
serve them steaming hot. A good 
hard sauée flavored with rum, sher- 
ry, vanilla or grated orange peel, 
a thinner sauce or cream will give 
the final touch. 

If you have been ‘tempted to 
buy a basket of apples because 
you can’t resist a bargain, you 
may like to use some of them for 
the foundation of a mint jelly. 
Either the fresh mint or the oil 


ior extract may. be used with the 


apple juice and a little green vege- 
table coloring. may be added to 
improve the appearance. Apple 
juice in its natural state is too col- 
orless to make an attractive look- 
ing jelly. If- you have purchased 
“storm apples” which may be 
bruised, apple butter may be in 
order. Nothing is better .if you 
have time for its making. 

An article upon the apple subject 
would not be complete without a 
mention of the baked fruit and of 
the most popular of pies. To fore- 
stall inquiries I will say now that 
the question of nutmeg or cinna- 
mon as a flavoring is a matter for 
your own palate to decide. The de- 
cision, however, seems to be almost 
a matter of conscience. Actually 
you are not obliged to use either, 
as apples have a fine flavor of their 
own. 

Pennsylvania Brown Betty. 
Three cups diced stale bread. 
Two tablespoons butter. 
Three-fourths to one cup sugar. 
Three cups sliced apples. 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 
One-half cup water. 
Saute the bread in melted butter, 
sprinkle with sugar, put a layer in 
a greased baking dish, add a dayer 
of apples sprinkled with sugar 
mixed with cinnamon. Repeat until 
the material is used, having crumbs 
and sugar on top. Add water and 
bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) until the crumbs 
are browned and until the apples 
are cooked—about 40 minutes, 
Apple Butter. 

One peck apples. 

Four quarts’ water. 

Two quarts cider. 

Three pounds sugar. 

Cinnamon, 

Cloves. 

Wash the apples and cut in small 
pieces. Add the water, boil until 
the apples are soft, and rub through 
a sieve. Boil cider down half, add 
hot apple pulp, sugar and cook until 
it begins to thicken, stirring con- 
stantly. Add the ground spices to 
taste and cook until thick. Pour 
into jars and seal with paraffin. 

Apple Pie. 

Five or six apples. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Pare, core and slice apples, Mix 
sugar, salt and spice. Line a pan 
with pastry, sprinkle with flour 
mixed with a tablespoon of sugar. 
Add the apples and sugar in alter- 
nate layers. Dot with butter and 
cover ith upper crust of pastry. 
Bake in a hot oven (450 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for 10 minutes; then 
lower temperature to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit and bake until the ap- 
ples are soft, 40 to 45 minutes. 

Apple Crispy. 

Six cooking apples, pared and 
sliced. 

One cup brown sugar. | 

Cinnamon, 

Two cups corn flake 
(fine), 

One-fourth cup melted butter. 

Arrange apples in greased 
dish and sprinkle with half the 
sugar and cinnamon. Mix corn 
flake crumbs with remaining sugar 
and meited butter and press firmly 
on apples, Bake in a moderately 
hot oven, 400 degrees Fahrenheit, 
about half an hour, until apples are 
tender,
